HORRIBLE. 

The following facts are related by G. W. 
Clark. They transpired near Orkland col¬ 
lege, Miss.: — 

A slaveholder, a short time previous to hii 
death, msde provision for the liberation of hi) 
slaves. Those who were intrusted with tbe 
execution of his designs failing, or refusing 
to curry out his last will and testament 
earning the slaves, the latter became re 
and impatient to enjoy their long looked for 
boon. At length, disappointed, expecting to 
lie sold, and incensed at their oppressors,they 
set fire to the overseer’s dwelling and burnt 
it to the ground. A little child which they 
were unable to rescue, was consumed in the 
flumes. The slaves, eight or nine in num¬ 
ber, were taken, and two of ihem hung up on 
the spot. The others were taken into an old 
log house and chained to the floor. The 
house was then set on fire, and these poor 
victims of American slavery, after having been 
degraded, deprived of education, of liberty, 
of the fruits of their labor and of all their 
rights, were, by a slow fire, burned to death 
in this most shocking manner, while the air 
was rent with their unavailing shrieks aud

On Saturday morning last, about 3 o’clock, 
fire broke out in an old oil factory 34 New 
;., which continued to burn about an hour, 
when a most terrible explosion took place, 
scattering fire and fragments in all directions, 
and producing the greatest conflagration ever 
known in that city, except the one ten years 
The explosion was probably caused by 
the fire heating an extensive gas reservoir 
burst with dreadful effect. The Journal of | 
Commerce of the 19th says: 

“The extent of this calamity has exceeded 
en the excited apprehensions of those who 
tnessed its whole progress from the com¬ 
mencement. On the East side of Broadway, 
every building from Exchange Place, com¬ 
mencing with the Waverly House, to Market- 
field street, is utterly consumed, also three or 
four dwellings below Marketfield. The house 
on the corner of Stone and Whitehall streets, 
and two or three dwellings North of Stone 
street, remain comparatively dninjute’d, 
Thence to Broad street, Stone street is I 
boundary. Through Broad street, from Stone 
to the public stores, within two or three doors 
of Wall street, the buildings on both sides 
all destroyed. A line drawn from the public 
stores to the Waverly House, is the limit on 
the Northwest. In Beaver street all the build¬ 
ings on both sides are consumed, from the 
Bowling Green to within five or six doors of | 
William street. On the West side of Broad¬ 
way the buildings are all destroyed, from 
Morris street to No. 13, occupied by Mi 
Barker as a boarding house—this last i 
eluded,” 

Doors and windows were burst in for a 
great distance. 

‘The explosion occurred in successive 
shocks, previous to which the atmosphert 
irradiated with brilliant flashes of light tinged 
with every v ariety of color. The air was im¬ 
mediately after filled with balls of fire and 
burning beams, some of which of huge size 
were thrown to an incredible height and dis¬ 
tance. A heavy burning rafter struck on the 
roof of Bunker’s Mansion House. 

The explosion was heard on board the 
steamboat Champion while seven miles from 
the city, and startled the passengers fromtheir 
berths. It was also heard at Hempstead and 
at Newark. Captain York, of the brig Mil- 
ton, as well as the captain and passengers of 
the brig Savannah, off the Highland, heard 
the report and felt a concussion.” 

The loss is estimated at five millions, four 
or four and a half millions of which is saidtc 
be covered by insurance; all of which is sup¬ 
posed to be good with perhaps the exception 
of that in one office.

Capt. Jonathan Walke . 

Pensacola, for aiding in the escape of slave,, 
the N. Y. Tribune says: 

He was liberated from prison on the 16th 
une, after a confinement of 11 months.— 
He was also punished Ity sitting in the pillory 
and being branded in the right hand with the 
letters S- S. (slave stealer.) 

He was tried and found guilty on seven in¬ 
dictments, aud fined $165. The whole a- 
mount of fine and costs w hich he has paid is 
about $700. He freely admits that he at¬ 
tempted to carry seven slaves,at their request, 
from Pensacola to Nasstia. The voyage was 
undertaken in an open boat,and they had been 
fourteen days at sea when they were taken 
up near Cape Florida, by a wrecker from Key 
West. 

Capt. Walker sustains a high character for 
integrity and piety among those who know 
him in Massachusetts, and has a wife and 
eight children, from whom he has been sep¬ 
arated now neatly two years, during which 
time they have felt the deepest anxiety for his 
fate. The brand on his right hand lie styles 
the coat of arms of the United States! 

If the slaves had been white, and Captain 
Walker hatl endangered his life in takinj 
them away from the Arabs, the brand woult 
have been deemed a mark of honor in every 
part of the country, and Congress would have 
hastened to testify the respect arid gratitude 
'the nation for his services. But the slaves 
are black and held in bondage under the au¬ 
thority of United States law', and we suppos 
there can be no doubt that he was a rogue.”
